Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive. For 
example, in the remarks, the applicant argues that the combination of Calder and Lomet fails to teach storing data read and data write 
identifiers for each code segment, the data read and data write identifiers identifying at least a portion of the data read or written by the 
code segment. Examiner's Response: As previously pointed out in the last Office Action (Mailed on 10/12/2005, par, 15) and currently 
maintained by the Examiner, Lomet teaches storing data read and data write identifiers for each code segment, the data read and data 
write identifiers identifying at least a portion of the data read or written by the code segment ("state identifier field" in column 18, lines 30- 
31 and lines 55-59; Lomet's state identifier fields are stored for objects, where the objects are associated with code segments. See for 
example, in column 18, lines 25-28 "The object table 122 shows an entry 124 for the application object A and an entry 126 for the data 
object O which reflect respective object states following the read operation 10."). 
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
